S.O. 169(El.—Whereas the organisation known as the 
“All India Sikh Students Federation'* (hereinafter referred 
to as the Federation)— 

(i) which has been organising training camps, meetings 
and conventions in different places where the 
activists of the Federation as well as others, have 
been delivering speeches which are prejudicial to 

( 1 ) 
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ihe maini’enance of hurtnonv between the Hindus 
and the Sikhs and vvliich tend to Incite the Sikhs to 
equip themselves with aims and resort to force: 

(ii) whoso office-bearers and activists have extended 
support to tile den\and for Khalistan, a senarate 
State, in their utleiances and by raisins pro-kbalEtan 
slogans; 

And whereas the Central Government is of the opinion 
that tor the reasons afoicsr.id, the All India Sikh Students 
Federation is an unlawJLil association; 


And whereas the Ccnt^■d Government is further of the 
opinion that because of the speeches and other activities of 
the othcc-bearcis and activist's of the Federation, it is neces¬ 


sary to declare the Federation to be unlawful with imme¬ 
diate effect; 


Now. therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred bv 
sU'b-section (1 } of scct'ion 3 of tbe Unlawful Activities (Pre¬ 
vention) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967). the Central Government 
hereby declares the “All India Sikh Students Federation” to 
be ;m unlawful association and directs, in exercise of the 
powers conferred by the proviso to sub-section (3) of that 
section, that this notitication shall, subject to any order that 
raav bo made under section 4 of the said Act. have effect 
from the date of its publication in the Official Gazette. 
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
